. Annual Growth Openings (Column O) are the annual numeric change in employment. 

. Annual Total Openings (Column P) are the sum of exit, transfer, and growth openings. 
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Occupation Grade 

The occupation grades, or "career grades", are based on a combination of total job openings, percent growth, and the average wages of an occupation. 
Occupations with the letter grade "A+" have the best outlook, while occupations with the letter grade "F" have the worst outlook. Grades in each region are 
determined by comparing only the occupations within that region. 


STEM 
Refers to Science, Technology, Engineering, and Math occupations. "Core" occupations are those that strictly use STEM skills. "Related" occupations are those 
that use related STEM skills.
